Annual Report of the School Committee. 


FELLOW-CITIZENS : | 

Your committee has pleasure in reporting that the schools 
of the town, over which he has had supervision, have, on the 
whole, been successful. 

Both Miss Putney and Mr. Abbott, in No. 1, did excel- 
lent work. 

Your committee would be glad to make some proposition 
in regard to No. 2, but can see no way in which to mend 
matters. It will be noticed that in the summer term there 
were only two scholars in school. In winter there were 
six. Cannot this district and No.6 be united? Miss Flan- 
ders, I think, would teach a good school if she had a school 
to teach. Miss Pillsbury did very well indeed in the win- 
ter. 

The schools in No. 3 were quite successful; Mr. Calley 
especially being very much liked. 

In No. 4, the summer term, taught by Miss Morrison, 
was a success; the winter term, taught by Miss Lowd, was 
not a success. A teacher must be at the head of a school, 
and teach it, if good work is to be done. 

In No. 5, Miss Gill seemed to give general satisfaction. 

_In No. 6, the summer term was not so successful as might 
have been wished. ‘There is no school so small that a 
teacher should relax discipline. Small scholars should be 
taught, first of all, their places. Miss Coffin, in the winter 
term, was very careful, and taught an excellent school. 

There are many improvements that might*be made. ‘The 
time of your teachers is wasted because there is no uniformity 
in regard to books. ‘The rooms are miserably furnished. 
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The schoolroom in No. 3 is the only really comfortable 
schoolroom in the districts named. Your committee would 
impress what is so often said to those who hire teachers: be 
careful whom you hire; do not hire your relatives if you 
can help it. The superintending committee does not wish 
to reject those who are sent to be examined; yet he ought 
not to give a certificate to an unqualified person. ‘The difh- 
culty is, that, in many quarters, school matters are thought 
to be of little consequence. 

Your committee would urge parents to greater zeal and 
care in regard to our schools.

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Report of District No. 7. 


Your committee has the pleasing duty of presenting a 
very favorable report. The schools in this district, for the 
past year, have both been highly satisfactory. Little more 
needs to be said, and little better could be said, than that 
both schools commenced the year as they closed the preced- 
ing one, and have gone steadily forward. ‘This is the nat- 
ural result of continuing the services of former successful 
teachers. ‘The importance of this cannot be over-estimated. 
Miss Stone has now completed her seventeenth term in the 
primary department, and strict, but sympathetic discipline, 
prompt obedience, and intelligent progress in study, have 
come to be looked upon as matters of course. It is sufficient 
praise to say that she fully sustained her previous reputation. 

The grammar school, under Mr. Emery, has continued to 
show the results of faithful, conscientious teaching, leaving 
little to be desired. The district is to be congratulated in 
possessing the services of two such competent teachers. It 
is most earnestly hoped that they will be retained as long as 
possible. 

Your committee has heard some complaints concerning 
the change in text-books, but is gratified that he has heard 
so little. It is earnestly hoped that all facilities which will 
add to the efficiency of our schools will be generously pro- 
vided. Any other course is false economy. A wise manu- 
facturer never makes his workmen use poor or worn-out 
machinery. ‘There should be, at least, equal wisdom shown 
in the more important matter of the education of our 
children. The added interest and intelligence in the study 
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of geography which has been gained by the use of the globe 
which the scholars themselves purchased last year, is a happy 
illustration of this. 

Your committee would recommend that some method of 
ventilation for the schoolrooms, other than now exists, be 
provided. Pure air is essential to clear heads, and there 
should be some safer way to get it than by raising the win- 
dows.
